LEADEN J USTICE. 


a COUPLE OF IOWA TERRORS MADE 
TARGETS OF. 


T h eir Bodies Filled w ith B ullets by a Mob 
W ho H ad no B ars for M ercy — 
D etails of the 
Terri* 
ble Affhlr. 


Eldora , Iowa, June A—Cries of “Help!” 
Help!” “Murder!” Murder!” “For heaven'i 
sake, save us!” came 
floating over the 
night air at 1:30 o’clock Friday morning. 
People living near the disturbance hastened 
from their beds and followed the direction 
of the sound. 
As soon as they reached the 
public square, all doubts as to the cause of 
the unusual commotion were removed. 
A masked mob had gathered around the 
jail and were battering down the doors for 
the purpose of securing Fin and Manse 
Rainsbarger, the outlaws who were confined 
for the attempted murder of Drs. Under­ 
wood anJ Ritenour, Wednesday . The wild 
shrieks of the doomed prisoners were heart­ 
rending. 
They knew too well the meaning 
of the gathering of earnest and determined 
men without, and the first blow on the door 
sounded their death-knelL 
The mob were not long in gaining admit­ 
tance to the jail, but it took them fifteen 
minutes to get into the cell where the prison­ 
ers were confined, a sledge being used to 
open the cell door. 
When the mob com­ 
menced on this door, the prisoners backed 
themselves against it and made a desperate 
effort to hold out against the avengers. 
Not 
until Manse was shot in the cell from outside 
were the furious assailants able to get in 
side. 
When the hammering was going on, the 
prisoners, in their frenzy , called upon the 
sheriff, the marshal and the people of El­ 
dora for protection. 
Their cries of murder 
and for help could be heard a long distance. 
Then they called upon George Barber, of 
Steamboat 
Rock, 
who was confined in 
another cell for liquor selling, to tell their 
families that they died like dogs and no one 
to help them. 
Fin, after the door was broken in, made 
a dash for liberty , but w as captured outside 
of the jail and held up and shot 
As soon 
as the work was completed, the party , num­ 
bering perhaps 6eventy -five men, departed 
quietly , going north on Jefferson street, and 
disappeared in the vicinity of the lumber 
y ard. 
Night Watch Aldrich and the editor 
of The Herald were the first to arrive at the 
scene 
of the 
tragedy , 
and 
the 
sight 
that met their gaze was horrible. 
Ly ing 
face downward 
in the 
street 
about 
fifteen 
feet 
from 
the 
jail 
was 
the 
lifeless body of Manse Rainsbarger, and ly ­ 
ing partly on the sidewalk and partly on the 
ground upon his 
back lay the body 
of his 
brother Fin. 
By the light of the 
street- 
lamp it could be 
seen that both bodies were 
literally riddled with bullets. 
The bodies 
were dressed just as they had retired for the 
night, their pants and shirts being their only 
clothing, exoept that Manse had his stock­ 
ings on. 
Their life blood flowed from the 
wounds and covered them. 
The bodies lay 
in the position in which they hal been left 
for about half an hour, when Coroner Un­ 
derwood and Marshal Barnes had them re­ 
moved to the may or’s office. 
The Rainsbarger gang had so long carried 
on their lawless operations that the people 
had settled down into an apparent lethargy , 
hoping that the law would 
eventually 
punish them for their many crimes. 
An 
account of their crimes would fill column1-. 
Their last offense was on Wednesday . 
Dr. 
Underwood was colled 
to Robert­ 
son to see Mr. 
Hiserodt 
in consulta­ 
tion with Dr. Caldwell, of Steamboat Rock. 
The doctor took Dr. Ritenour. 
They passed 
through Steamboat Rock at about 3:15 p. 
mu, and then started on north. 
When re­ 
turning from Mr. Hiserodt’s, just after sun­ 
down, and while crossing a bridge in the 
edge of timber northwest of Henry John's 
farm, afoul attempt was made to assassinate 
• them. The would-be assassins were down in 
a ravine in small underbrush some three rods 
distant from the road, and while the doctors 
were driving across the bridge they opened 
a regular fusillade on them. 
Three shots 
went through Dr. Underwood’s baggy , and 
one grazed his side, cutting his coat. 
Dr. 
Ritenour jumped out when the first shot 
was fired, and as he was straightening him­ 
self up he saw a man in the ravine advance 
toward him and about two rods distant As 
the doctor rose up the fellow fired, the ba)’ 
passing close to his head. 
The doctor 
pulled his revolver and returned the fire. 
At the second shot the fellow fell, and he 
supposed at first he had hit him, but be 
•oon got up and beat a hasty retreat 
The 
villains wore handkerchiefs over their fare-, 
but were recognized as the Rainsbarger 
brothers by their appearance, and were ar­ 
rested Thursday and held oo a charge of at­ 
tempted murder. 
They bad threatened Dr. 
Underwood frequently for his part in for­ 
mer prosecutions of the gang. 


D eath of an Old S hort-H and R eporter.

A D om estic C ontention th a t E nded to a 
Bloody Tragedy . 
E d w a rd s po rt, Ind., June 
A—About 2 
o’clock Friday afternoon, Fred Grotegout, a 
farmer living one mile from Rubel's school 
house, cut his wife’s throat from ear to ear 
and then made an attempt to kill himself. 
The deed was not discovered until after dark 
when one of the daughters came home and 
saw that something was wrong. 
She ran to 
her uncle’s, near by , and told him of her sus­ 
picions. 
He hurried to the house and found 
Grotegout ly ing as if dead behind his bouse. 
The man then ran to a neighbor’s, sum* 
moned^help and returned. Grotegout was not 
visible, but upon entering the house a terri­ 
ble sight was presented. 
Mrs. Grotegout 
was ly ing on the floor in a pool of blood, her 
throat horribly gashed, and dead. It was 
supposed that tramps had done the bloody 
deed, but presently the husband was fount}, 
bleeding, but conscious. 
He confessed thdt 
he had done the work. 
He said that he and 
his wife had a quarrel about the pigs at din­ 
ner; that she was very abusive; that he 
started toward her, and that in going out of 
the door, she fell down and struck her bead 
against a stone, almost killing her. 
He had 
a razor in his hand, and bent down to assist 
her to rise. 
She seized his hand and drew 
the razor across her own throat. 
She then 
told him to kill himself, and he tried to do 
» o, but failed. 
He say s he kept try ing ail 
the afternoon, part of the time with a razor 
and again by hanging. 
When he caught 
sight of bis daughter he made an ineffectual 
attempt to catch her, but fell exhausted. 
Grotegout’s injuries are so severe that be 
can not survive.

RA8CAUTY IN OFFICIAL POSITION. 


A U nited States Officer In New O rleans 
Lines Hie Pochete—R ascality in a Post- 
office. 
W a sh ington, C ity , J une A—The treasury 
department has been cognizant for some 
day s of a deficit in the accounts of J . F. 
Aufdemorte, 
the chief of the redemption 
office at New Orleans. 
In the middle of 
April a treasury committee ex amined the 
affairs of the New Orleans sub-treasury and 
discov ered circumstances which attracted 
suspicion to the redemption office. 
Two 
clerks of the treasurer’s office were left at 
New Orleans to pursue an inv estigation, 
and the result was that a deficit was discov ­ 
ered amounting to at least $25,000. 
N ew Or leans , J une A—The embezzle­ 
ment of sub-treasury funds by Redemption 
Clerk J ohn Aufdemorte was not known in 
this city till Friday , and caused great ex ­ 
citement in official circles. 
It is not known 
y et what is the ex tent of his shortage, but it 
is now believ ed that it will not ex ceed $50,- 
000. It will require a count of the entire 
cash in the v aults, as it is believ ed that 
Aufdemorte’s operations were not confined 
to the redemption department alone, but 
that heh&s filched large sums from the v aults. 
Color Is giv en to this theory by thediscov ory 
of forged certificates of deposit in his desk, 
which he had ev idently intended to use when 
the^hortage was discov ered. The inv estiga­ 
tion has shown nothing so far to implicate 
any one else and Assistant Treasurer Herwig 
Is confident that Aufdemorte 
is the only 
defaulter. 
The letter’s disappearance was well-timed 
and little hope is entertained of his capture. 
The inv estigation began Decoration Day , 
which was a half holiday and followed by 
Sunday . AfffftemoHa assisted in the count, 
and when the office was closed at noon 
started 
home. 
It 
Is 
believ ed 
he 
proceeded 
immediately 
to the 
Tex as 
Pacific 
depot 
and 
took 
a 
train 
for 
Laredo, in 
which case ho is now 
well on his way to the City of Mex ico, or is 
leisurely awaiting dev elopments just across 
the border to gain further time. 
He wrote

The shortage was not 
discov ered till Monday afternoon, when it 
was toe bite to ov ertake the fugitiv e.

wig believ es Aufdsmorte stole a large sum 
of money Saturday while the inv estigation 
was proceeding. 
Herwig is quite wealthy , 
and wilFprobably protect his bondsmen. 


A P ostm aster’s Scheme* 
W ashington City, J une A—A report 
from Lewiston, Idaho, say s that Isaac Hibbs, 
postmaster at that plaoe, has left for parts 
unknown, and that a swindle in the money 
order department of his offiee has been dis­ 
cov ered inv olv ing from $25,000 to $50,000. 
Lewiston is a mail-distributing point for 
a large number of offices in northern Idaho 
and eastern Washington. 
Hibbs would is­ 
sue a money order for a fictitious name at 
these offices, drawn in fav or of a bank in 
Iowa, to which the orders were made pay ­ 
able. 
The customary letter of adv ice was 
forwarded to the pay ing postmaster. Hibbs 
then wrote to the bank that be would 
shortly v isit the town, and he inclosed the 
money orders and requested the bank to cash 
them and place the money to his credit on 
deposit until he arriv ed. 
Later he wrote to 
the bank that he could not make the contem­ 
plated v isit, and requested that a draft for 
the amount of money on deposit be returned 
by registered letter to the fictitious name 
attached to the money orders, and alway s 
at some oflioe where 
the mail 
passed 
through Lewiston. 
The drafts arriv ed by 
registered mail 
Hibbs signed the fictitious 
names and returned the receipt cards, and 
the transaction was completed. 
The authorities here doubt that the swin­ 
dle will reach as high as $50,000, as Hibbi 
did not have enough blanks to servo the pur­ 
pose.

O utlook for Crop* In Ohio. 
Columbuh, Ohio, June 6 .—The June crop 
report of the Ohio board of agriculture, 
based on returns from about WOO regular 
township correspondents give» the following 
estimates: Wheat, probable bushels with 
good 
weather’ till 
harvest, 20,000,000, 
or 51 per cent, of an average crop, or 20,- 
000,000 short of the five y ears’ average, 
8.000.000 short of the April estimate, and 
2.000.000 short of that for May . 
Ry e, con­ 
dition 71 per cent; barley , area 81, condition 
7 2; oats, area 105, condition 9 2; corn, area 
105, condition 94; potatoes, area 90, condi­ 
tion 95; apples, prospects 7 7 ; jieaches, 5; 
pears, 80; gr&fws, 69. 
The wheat figures ara the result of two in­ 
dependent estimates, one by percentage on 
the known crop for five y ears, the other by 
estimated bushels j*er acre on the known 
acreage. 
Both are gotten up with great 
care, and agree almost exactly in total 
bushels for the state.

WHO WAS BOUGHT? 


THE QUESTION ASKED BY THE ILLI­ 
NOIS HOUSE 


O f Speaker H aines, W ho H as B een M ak­ 
ing Serious Charges A gainst th e M em ­ 
ber*—A C om m ittee A ppointed to 
Look 
Into 
th e 
M atter. 


S pringfie ld , Ills.. J uno 0. —On Thursday 
afternoon, during the debate on the bill 
tax ing telephones 3 per cent on their grow 
receipts, Speaker Haines, who had the floor, 
took a bundle of papers out of his pocket 
and flourishing them, intimated that they 
contained ev idence of corruption on the 
part of certain members of the house. 
He 
afterward was reported as repeating the 
statement to a newspaper reporter and one 
of the city papers had an article Friday 
morning on the subject 
Haines did not occupy the chair, Friday , 
and Fuller presided. 
Mr. Collins, of Adams, 
arose to a question of high personal priv ilege 
and offored the following: 
W h e r e a s , The speaker upon the floor of 
this house, 
y esterday , ex hibited certain 
documents and threatened to disclose their 
contents as a mean* of influencing the action 
of members of this body ; and, 
W h e r e a s , The immediate effect of said 
threat furnishes reasonable ground for 
the 
belief that the publication or the contents of 
said documents would compromise the honor 
of one or more members of this body ; and, 
W h e re a s , So long as said documents aro 
not ex plained the presumption of fraud and 
dishonor rests 
indiscriminately upon all 
the members of this house, and alto (ay s the 
speaker open to the charge of knowingly 
condoning fraud. 
Resolv ed, That this house demand that 
the speaker produce forthwith the docu­ 
ment* ex hibited by him, and any other 
ev idence he may nav e in his possession 
which implicates directly or indirectly any 
member of this house as being guilty of 
fraud, proposed, attempted,or accomplished; 
and 
Resolv ed. That if said documents are not 
immediately produced and made the prop­ 
erty of this body , then it is the judgment of 
this body that tne dishonorable nature of 
the proposals or acts set forth in said docu­ 
ments, and the speaker’s disposition to con­ 
done the same, stand before the people of 
Illinois as confessed. 
It was suggested that the matter be laid 
ov er until Mr. Haines was present, and Mr. 
Collins agreed, prov ided it bo left in auoh a 
shape as to make it impossible to prev ent ita 
being brought up, and it was determined to 
make it the special order for nex t Wednes­ 
day . 
Mr. Bheffield then mov ed for the appoint­ 
ment of a committee of nine to inv estigate 
the charges made in The Monitor, tho paper 
referred to abov e. The motion was agreed 
to. Collin?. Whittemore, Gray , Graham, of 
Macon; West, MacMillan, McDonald, Bo 
gardus and Baird were appointed, the re­ 
port to be made within a week. 
The committee appointed to (inv estigate 
the charges made in The Monitor held a 
meeting about 5. o’clock p m . 
A reporter 
of the paper was called and acknowledged 
the authorship of the article containing the 
charges. 
The proceedings were conducted 
privately , but it is positiv ely asserted that, 
among other things, it was ascertained that 
a bribo of $4,000 had been offered to Repre­ 
sentative Edwary I* McDonald, Democrat, 
of Jacksonville, Morgan 
county , if he would 
advocate the passage of 
the canal-cl&imf 
bill. 
Mr. McDonald refused to accept the 
bribe, which is alleged to hav e boon made 
by a Chicago man. 
At a late hour it was learned that the 
committee had issued subpoenas for the en­ 
tire staff of The Monitor; also for Hainee, 
Harrington, 
Senator Mason, Iley dioker, 
Donnelly and Goddard. 
The majority 
of 
the parties named l$ft town on the 
noon 
train, and many believe that they absented 
themselves thus early in the day in order to 
avoid servioe of the 8ubpor*uas.

printing $10,000 for ordinary expenses. 
The house did nothing but advance bills, 
but did a good day ’s work in that line.

Eg y pt; and, if they think it defectiv e, 
or oppressiv e, they will toll y ou where 
and why . 
Since church and state are 
one in England,* y ou will find them 
v ersed in tho affairs of tho English 
church, ev en when they are noncon­ 
formists. 
They are familiar with colo- 
ni 1 affairs, and hav e an opinion of 
their own concerning tho wisdom or 
unwisdom, justice or injustice, of En­ 
g lish management in India. 
They will 
ex plain to y ou how* it happens that 
protection obtains in Australia, whilo 
free trade is the law* in Great Britain, 
and what are tho unfortunate land law's 
wiiich driv e the pick of the y oung 
farmers from England to New* Zealand.

E n g lt s h M a r r ia g e s . 


It is rather a curious subject of con­ 
jecture why somo places in England 
with an increasing population should 
show* a decline in the percentage of 
weddiig s, while others remain almost 
stationary as regard mere numbers, y et 
dev . lop an ex ceptional taste for enter­ 
ing the blessed state. Thus it seems pass­ 
ing strange that Manchester, w'hicli in 
18 52 celebrated 5,120 marriages of its 
inhabitants, should thirty y ears after­ 
ward hav e been the scene of only 1,559 
such unions, although 
within 
that 
period tho number of its inhabitants 
must hav e increased v ery largoly . 
In 
Liv erpool there is again a falling off of 
some 23 per cent., and a smaller de­ 
crease in Bristol, Ex eter, and Ox ford, 
whilo on the other hand most of the big 
towns and most of the London districts 
show large increases. 
Leicester has 
nearly doubled its number of y early 
marriages. 
Hackmy , Islington, and 
Kensington hav e 
much 
more than 
doubled theirs. 
The same Parliament­ 
ary return which giv es us these figures 
contains also tho enumeration of the 
persons who contracted 
matrimony 
without being able to sign their name 
to tho register. 
Hero tho results aro 
also inex plicable enough. 
Auckland, 
for instance, w hile doubling its number 
of marriages since 1*32, h is also shown 
an increase in the marks instead of sig ­ 
natures placed upon its registers. 
In 
Easington, though tho marriages hav e 
not increased nearly so rapidly , y et il­ 
literates hav e been much more common 
among the happy couples. 
At Crirk- 
howoll, out of 17!) marriages in 1**2, 
there were sev enty -two men and sev en­ 
ty -two women who could not w rite their 
own names. 
At Wandsworth in 18 52 
thcro were six ty illiterate brides, but 
thirty y ears later the number had in­ 
creased to 103. 
But then it is fair to 
say that in the same period tho number 
of marriages had become more than 
four 
times as 
numerous, 
At St. 
Georg e’s, Hanov er Square, the number 
of marriages remains about the same. 
But there are still about twenty men 
and thirty to forty women who in that 
parish “ set their mark” to tim marriage 
register each y ear.

of the “ come out” in her to make her of 
great value; and although, on account of 
the simplicity of the study, 9he acquires 
in a few weeks the ability to write 150 
words per minute, yet, owing to consti­ 
tutional carelessness and indifference, she 
will fail to make a good transcript of her 
note9. 
She may have every qualification 
as far a9 her short-hand goes to do court 
work, as was the case in a particular in­ 
instance we have in mind, yet on account 
of a lack of care and energy fail to fur­ 
nish an accurate copy of the proceedings. 
We must exercise the same judgment 
and good common sense in this thing as 
in every other business matter. 
Our sue 
cess with the few students of this kind 
that we have had out of the several litin 
dred since we organized the Department, 
is owing to the great and increasing de­ 
mand for stenographic help and our sim­ 
ple style of short-hand together with our 
improved methods of presenting it. 
We 
have had no one, however, who has put 
in three good, faithful months’ work with 
us who has failed to acquire sufficient pro­ 
ficiency to enable him to do ordinary 
amanuensis work, and we have succeeded 
in finding desirable positions for a few’, 
as w’as said of one by one of our business 
men, are not worth $25.00 a year as a 
clerk. 
We have had a few ladies who, having 
recently lost friends, have brought their 
troubles into their work, casting a perpet­ 
ual gloom over themselves not only, but 
those students also who have been inti­ 
mately associated with them. 
Thu9, 
failing to put into the study the right 
spirit and consequently the requisite en­ 
ergy, they have failed to attain the best 
results. 
We wish it understood, howezer, that 
instances of careless, unsuccessful or 
despondent pupils have been few and 
far between, as our students are almost 
universally of a very good class. 
The uniform success of our students 
both in acquiring the art and in using it 
practically is very gratifying. 
Some of 
the youngest have made the best progress 
in the study. 
The demand for steno­ 
graphic help is constantly increasing. 
W e have had quite a number of calls for 
stenographers and type writer operators 
in the last several months which neither 
ourselves or our correspondents were able 
to supply. 
We are just in receipt of a call for a 
stenographer from Miles City, Montana. 
Also, one from the Gen. F r’t office, C., 
B. and Q. R. W ’y Co., Chicago, offering 
$60.00 per month with the prospect of 
immediate advance. 
A short time ago, 
one of our young men from Dixon was 
offered $125.00 per month to begin with 
the Supt. of the company, but could not 
accept it owing to the fact of his having 
discontinued his practice temporarily for 
other work. 
In co mp lian ce with th e wish es o f a 
n u mber o f o u r citizen s an d y o u n g p eo p le 
we h av e decided to re-o p en o u r n ig h t 
sch o o l. 
We will do th is, h o wev er, o n ly 
o n th e co n ditio n s th at th e class be o rg an ­ 
ized in th e in terests o f th e p u p ils, an d 
th at it co n sist o f a su fficien t n u mber, say 
twen ty -fiv e, to mak e it p leasan t an d de 
sirable.
